Educational Notes—The Marietta 
Fair—Apropos, etc.—-The Free 
School Movement—From Atlanta 
to Atlantic. 

When a man deyotes himself to the 
cause of education, whether in a fearless 
advocacy of right reforins on which the 
shadow of public neglect rests, or in the 
daily tortures of the school room, he de- 
serves honor from all of us. Education 
should be liberal, should be compulsory, 
should be cheap. The cry of the children 
which has received a bitter eloquence on 
this side of the water, since it lett the pas- 
sionate dead lips of Mrs. Browning. has 
been heard. And, being heard, it has been 
translated not only into words by your 
anonymous correspondent on Free Schools, 
but into acts by Wm. L. Mansiield, of Ma- 
rietta. 

The purposes and methods of the Edu- 

eational Fair, which this *gentleman is 

about to hold, have been already ex- 
ressed in the generous local columns of 

Tire CONSTITUTION, but, with our decent- 
ralized political organization, I cannot but 
believe that the question, whether or not 
we shall have a _ permanent class 
of white paupers in Georgia,. de- 
pends, in no slight degree, 
upon the way in which we treat just such 
efforts as this, now making at Marietta. 
Here is a gentleman, who has it for his 
Object, as he writes us, to inaugurate a 
public permanent Free School, in the beau- 
tiful city, whose advantages foster so well 
his enterprise. Ido not know Mr. Mans- 
field personally, but I have received the 
most encouraging letters from those who 
do. And the advertising facilities afforded 
by this exhibition, are not wisely avoided 
by your enterprising merchants. Already, 
furniture, agricultural implements, pianos, 
ete., have been received, and will be sold 
at fair prices, for the benefit of the enter- 
prise. Visitors are entertained, and there 
is no return fare on the railways. 

This movement, beyond the control of 

individual, class, church, or political
